liiired 4000 acres together. After 
Narbonnc's death, the property 
was divided between Weston and 
Marbonnc's heirs. Tho town of 
Lomita is located on land once 
owned by Mrs. Narbonne. 

Tho land was bequeathed to 
Mr. and Mrs. Orin Stocker Wcs- 
ton and their late son, Benjamin 
P. Weston. In 1922, the Weston 
loldings were incorporated as
Woston Investment Co., with
leadquarlors in Torrance.

The property purchased by 
Sonnoss fronts on Pacific Coast 
Highway, and is bounded by
Madison avenue on tho west,
Lomita on the east, and Rolling 
Hills on tho south. All of the 
land is within tho Torranco city 
limits. 

During tho years, various par- 
cols of tho Weston Ranch, which
once extended north to Sepul-
voda blvd., were sold. The last
previous sale was 476 acres, pur­ 
chased by the government in
1942 for a Fourth Interceptor 
Command airfield, which Is now 
the Torrancc Municipal Airport. 

The ranch, through the years,
was used for farming.

While the homo place is in­
cluded in the big transaction, 
Mrs. Weston will continue to re­
side there temporarily, it was 
announced.

effective March 0, 1948.
Stangor gave notice of his in­ 

tention to resign several weeks 
ago, after members of tho coun­ 
cil had appeared reluctant to
grant wage increases to em­ 
ployees of the district.

However, after the board ap­ 
proved the scale set up by the 
State Personnel Board for the 
water department, ho said he 
was satisfied and will continue 
to operate tho three districts.

The councilmen, acting as 
water board members, also

PROVIDED IN JOB SURVEY 
APPROVED BY COUNCILMEN

Torrance City Council Tuesday night approved by resolution 
a revised position classification plan for city employees prepared 
by the staff of the State Personnel Board which calls for pay 
udjuslmenls by u new salary ordinance, scales graduating

upward in five steps. f                -  

Tho salaries would bo placed 
n prevailing rates for com­ 

parable positions In private em­ 
ployment and other government 
agencies in this area, under tho 
terms of the resolution. Tho 
proposal had the approval of 
the Civil Service Board, and the 
financial condition of the city 
was taken into consideration, it 
was said.

On the recommendation of 
John H. England and Bruco F. 
Austin, of the California State 
Personnel Board, cooperative 
peisonnel services division, the 
Council set up the following 
procedure for placing the new 
pay plan in operation:

Each employee whose pre­ 
sent rate of pay Is less than 
the minimum of the salary 
range assigned to his class). 
flcation shall receive an In­ 
crease In salary to the mini­ 
mum of tho range. *

Each employee whose pre­ 
sent rate of pay falls within 
the range shall receive un In­ 
crease in salary to the closest 
higher stop of the range us- 
signed to his classification, 
not to exceed the maximum.

Each employee whose pre­ 
sent rate of pay exceeds the 
maximum of the salary range 
established for his class slu|ll 
continue to receive such rate 
of pay so long as he shall 
remain In his present position 
and classification, provided, 
however, that any new em­ 
ployee appointed to u position 
In such class shall receive the 
minimum or other appropriate 
step in the range.

That Increases from tho 
minimum to higher steps In 
the range, not <o exceed the, 
maximum, shall be allowed on 
the basis of u one step In­ 
crease on the first of the 
month following completion of 
u year of service with satis­ 
factory performance, to be de­ 
termined on the basis of em­ 
ployees' service ratings In a 
manner to be prescrilM'd by 
this Council; Increases from 
(he minimum to the second 
step, and from the second 
step to the third step or mid­ 
point, to l>e allowed satisfac­ 
tory employees on the first 
of the month following com­ 
pletion of a year of service, 
and inci oases beyond the third 
step to be allowed only for NII-
